His Majesty’s Présentation of the South 
African War Medals 

has been the great regal function of the week. 
It was inevitable that there should be a vast 
concourse of his loyal subjects on Wednesday 
morning to witness the patriotic sight of the 
King rejoicing the hearts of some three thou- 
sand brave fighting-men from South Africa by 
presenting them with the medal for the Boer 
War. A Past Master in such graceful cere- 
monies, the King throws himself into this kind 
ot work with a hearty earnestness and sincere 
sympathy which cannot but enhance the 
honour. Centre of a glowing military pageant, 
the King and Queen must have inspired 
thousands of spectators with loyal devotion on 
this notable occasion, so gratifying to the glad 
recipients of the medals, outlines of which I have 
the pleasure to print. It will be seen that on the 
obverse side of the medal is the head of Her late 
Majesty, surrounded by the familiar words, 
Victoria, Regina et Imperatrix ’’ ; and that on 
the reverse is a figure of Britannia holding out a 
wreath of laurels to Tommy Atkins, while in the 
background there are masts of vessels to typify 
the transports ‘which conveyed 300,000 of our 
soldiers to the Cape. The red, blue, and orange 
ribbon, and inscription ‘‘South Africa,” will 
recall many a sanguinary battle to the C.1.V.’s 
and others distinguished by receiving the medals 
from the hands of the King.

Fatal Fire at Imton.—On the morning of June 5 
a disastrous fire, resulting in the loss of four lives and the 
dest uction of five houses, occurred at Luton. The street 
in which the outbreak occurred is Castle Street, which is in 
the heart of the town. It appears that between six and 
seven a constable on duty in Castle Street noticed smoke 
issuing from a house occupied by a family named Alladyce. 
He at once gave an alarm, and in a short space of time the 
town brigade, under the Captain, Chief Constable 
Teale, were quickly on the scene; but apparent! the fire 
had been smouldering for over an hour, as the house, by 
the time of the brigade’s arrival, was a mass of flames. 


A Woman Appeared at one of the upper windows, 
and shouted that there were several people in the house, A 
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ladder was procured, and at great risk an entry effected. 
When got out, the woman was found to have lost con- 
sciousness, and to have been badly burnt. The police 
removed her to a neighbuur’s house, where she was attended 
by Dr. Sawder, but she died soon after. Meanwhile, the 
firemen had got into the house, and from a bed-room st 
the back succeeded in getting out a young girl, named 
Levi, aged sixteen years. She was placed on an ambulance 
and conveyed to the Bute Hospital for treatment. She 
died, however, soon after admission. The members of the 
brigade mide gallant attempts to get at the other inmates 
of the house, but were beaten back by the flames. 


After the Fire had been put out, the firemen entered 
the premises occupied by the Alladyces, and found the 
bodies of two women, relatives of those rescued. Both 
were badly burnt. They were taken to the local mortuary. 
The victims are Mrs. Alladyce, aged sixty; Mrs. Levi, aged 
thirty-five; and two young women, aged twenty-three and 
sixteen respectively.

Hospital, held a high reputation in his profession. He 
was extremely popular. ‘The Doctor was aged fift -eight. 
For a long time Dr. Bond has not been well, and had not 
always been able to attend regularly to his practice. On the 
night of June 6, however, he appeared somewhat better. 
Shortly before seven next morning the nurse attending the 
doctor left the apartment for a moment. No sooner was 
the attendant’s back turned than the doctor got out of bed, 
and, wearing only his night clothing, threw himself out of 
the window. He fell a distance of fifty feet, alighting 
upon his head in the area. It is thought that when help 
first arrived the unfortunate gentleman was not dead, but 


he died on the way to Westminster Hospital, just 


opposite to the Sanctuary. Dr. Bond leaves a widow 
and five children. 


The Inquest was held by Mr. Troutbeck at the 
Westminster Coroner's Court last Saturday, when it was 
proved that for some time past the deceased had been 
in indifferent health, and had suffered great pain, and 
there could be no doubt that the morphia which he had 
taken to alleviate his sufferings had had an influence on the 
brain which had resulted in this most unfortunate occur- 
rence. The jury found that the deceased committed suicide 
while temporarily insane.

They 
naturally do best with a fairly large range, but they also 
stand confinement well, and lay — — under any 
conditions.

The 
Andalusian cock has a compact, well-proportioned — 
standing on rather long legs. The neck is long and arched, 
comb fairly large and perfectly upright, and the ear lobes 
large and white. The tail is fairly full, with nicely arched 
sickles, The colour of the plumage is a deep slate-blue, 
sharply laced with a deeper colour on breast; back, neck, 
and sickles black or deep purple, with a rich gloss or sheen.

Preserving Eggs in Lime and in Sawdust. 


There are several reci for lime preserving. One is 
ten quarts of water, J oz. saltpetre, } Ib. salt, three table- 
spoonfuls of quicklime. Boil the water, salt, and saltpetre 
for twenty minutes, and pour the mixture hot on the 
juicklime in the jar you intend for the eggs; put the 
into the mixture as gathered. Another, known as the 
Jayne pickle, is a full gallon of boiling water on a 
‘wart of quicklime and g Ib. of salt, and when cold an 
ounce of cream of tartar is added, and well stirred in; the 
ingredients should be well mixed together with a stick, and 
oy! receptacle covered with an — ssk, 2 left for a day 
p" two before using it. Eggs prese! in lime will generaliy 
keep in a good state for six months. If eggs are wrapped 
zu newspaper when they are strictly new-laid, packed in a 
“ox of sawdust, and turned gently twice a week, they will 
remain good for four or five months.
